DEATH OF B. MABON,

Wa are gorry to announce the death
of Mr. M, B, Mason, at Houlton, on
Thursday evening of last week, Mr,
Muson was crossing on  the railrond
bridge at the sbove place when the
north-bound Northern Puoific passen-
gor train appreached. Whether or
not the train whistled to warn the on-
fortunate man of danger or not, there
in a difference of opinion; but before
the Iast approaching train could be
brought to & atandstill it struck Mr.

contuct with or being struck by a
moving passenger Linin of suid rails
roud company ; thut the said killing
wis cansed by the carelessness and
wilful negligence of the engineer in
obarge of 8aid train, and we lind that
said engineer, whoss nume we cannot
usoertuin, is responsible for the said
death, and that be is guilty of gross
criminal neglect, and of munslanghier,

For the week eading Tuesduy, Sep-
tember GLh, 1892,

WESTERN OREGON.

Weather—There has been very
little chauge in the weather conditions
of the past seven daye as compared
with the preceding week, If anything
the temporature was slightly below
the avernge, especially on the last two
days of the week, viz: the S3rd and
4th. On the latter date the first
white frost of the season occurred in
exposed localities of Dounglas ecounnty,
injuring tender vegetution Lo some ex
tent.  In seme sections Lhe days were
very warm, but were always followed
by cool nights. The partial drought
of the past few weeks has remained
unbroken until the 4th, but at this|goo
writing light rains are fslling thropgh-
oul weatern Oregon.

Crops—The grain crop has all been
threshed by this time. Hop picking
is now in full blust in most places
Polk county furmers report that in
yurds spraved with whale cil soap the
lice huve done very little damage, Corn
in a few lucalities seems to huve re-
ceived p set-back from the cool nights.
Browopsville folks cluim that the
lurgest crop of corn ever raiged in  the
Willamette valley will be gathered
this year. Reporte from other sec-
tions, however, are nok a8 encouraging
by any means. Thoe onion crop is
now being pulled. The generul im-
pression seems (o point to » short
crop.  Full wpples and pears are
ripening, Polatoes must be awlually
searce this year when the sume ure
selling at three cents a pound iu some
oounties.

EASTERN OREGON,

Weather—The concensug of the
weekly reports from  correspondents
in this section is: “Fine weather for
burvesting purposes and generul farm
work,” There has been no rainfull at
all during the week, but the indica-
tiona are for a few souttered showers
before long, and they would b very
weleowne just at present, not that
crops would receive much benclit
therefrom, but that they wounld elear
up the smoke und dust flosting in the
air, and wonld perhaps improve the
ranges.
